Western Maryland Shares 
Also Purchased; Fee for 
Borrowing Is Record. 


New York, Feb. 7 (By A. P.).—Con- 
trol of the Wheeling & Lake Erie rail- 
way has passed from the Rockfeller 
interests to the New York Central, 
Baltimore & Ohio and “Nickel Plate” 
railroads, which announced today that 
they had each acquired abotit one- 
sixth interest in the three classes of | 
Wheeling stock. At the same time the! 
Baltimore & Ohio made known that it 
has increased its holdings of Western 
Maryland to 35 per cent of the total 
outstanding, practically giving it work- 
ing corftrol of that property. 

Barring disapproval of these pur- 
chases by the Interstate Commerce | 
Commission, this action by the three, 
large Eastern systems, apparently | 
working in unison, is believed in Wall 
street to have effectually killed the pro- 
posed fifth Eastern trunk line system 
proposed by L. F. Loree, an applica- 
tion for the formation of which is now 
pending before the I. C. C. Loree’s sys- 
tem, which has been strenuously op- 
posed by the other Eastern trunk lines, 
included the Wheeling & Lake Erie and 
Western Maryland roads as essential 
units.

RED TROOPS MASS; 
CHANG CALLED HOME 


U. S. Note to Warring Fac- 
tions Approved by Official 
British Circles. 


Shanghai, Feb. 7 (By A. P.).—The 
forces of Marshal Sun Chuan-fang 
thrust the Cantonese army farther away 
from Shanghai today. They hurled it 
from the Cantonese advanced base in 
Chekiang province at Chuchow toward 
the border of Kiangsi province, some 
200 miles from Shanghai. 

Information from a trustworthy for- 
eign source stated that Sun’s troops 
captured Chuchow with a sudden as- 
sault, driving out the Cantonese. 

The Cantonese shortage of ammuni- 
tion and the difficulties of transporta- 
tion, which it was known were hamper- 
ing them, bear out the reports of 
northern success, which, it is believed 
here, means the removal of the Can- 
tonese menace to Shanghai, for the 
present at least. 

Sun’s forces are said to have been 
commanded by Gen. Pai-Pao-Shan 
This disposes of the rumor of his be- 
trayal of Sun by going over to the 
Cantonese army. 


Fighting More Than Week. 


Fighting in this region has proceeded 
for more than a week. The Cantonese 
at first were successful, forcing Sun’‘s 
troops northward to Yenchow, where 
they dug in on the Tsientang river and 
awaited reinforcements. These came in 
large numbers from Hangchow and 
other northern Chekiang points. Mean- 
while, the Cantonese, whose army num- 
bered 30,000, also received additions to 
their rank. 

Pekin, Feb. 7 (By A. P.).—Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin’s chief of staff and right- 
hand man, Yang Yun-ting, has tele- 
graphed insistently from Mukden urg- 
ing his chief to return there immedi- 
ately.

$25,000,000 authorization may be appro- 
priated at any time for the acquisition 
of property south of Pennsylvania ave- 
nue and betwee n Third and Fifteenth 
streets northwest not already owned by 
the government. 

This provision was the sole purpose 
of a bill sponsored by Senator Smoot, 
of Utah, and passed by the Senate. A 
similar bill was introduced in the); 
House by Representative Underhill, of 
Massachusetts. After Representative 
Reed, of New York, had introduced in 
his bill to add. $100,000,000 to the 

country-wide building authorization, 
Chairman Elliott, of the House public

MAN PLEADS GUILTY 
TO SELLING OF DRUGS 


Capture of Pair in Capital 
Leads to Roundup in 
New York City. 


The arrest of an actor and an actresg 
near the Capitol here yesterday had a 
terrific echo in the underworld of New 
York, and last night the authorities 
in that city believed that one of the 
largest narcotic rings in history had 
been smashed. 

A general round-up followed the ar- 
rest here of Jacob Solomon, alias Jack 
Rose, and Miss Andree Dubois, and, ace 
cording to an Associated Press dispatch 
last night, twelve persons have beer 
placed under arrest. 

Ralph Oyler, head of the narcotic bue 
reau in New York, declared that the 
narcotic ring had flooded the country 
with drugs, sending the stuff to ad- 
dicts or peddlers in other cities either 
by mail or by express. 

Solomon, known in New York night 
club circles as “Rose,’”” was one of the 
leaders of the alleged ring, Chief Oyler 
said. The other leader, he said, was 
Peppy Dellas, said to be a brother of 
“Little Augie,” reputed head of &@ 
notorious East Side gang. 

Others arrested in the roundup were 
as follows: 

Moses Solomon, brother of Jack; 
Anna Wilson, actress, arrested in Moses’ 
apartment; James Kansas, prize-fight 
promoter; Samuel Walker, an entertain- 
er; Teddy Kantor, cloakroom conces- 
sionaire in a night club; Leo S. Mushe- 
lin, John Waide, Thomas Ryan and 
Genero Delandi. 


Held in $1,000 Bail. 


Delandi, who was arrested outside 
the Raymond street jail in Brooklyn, 
has a long criminal record, Chief Oyler 
said. He was charged with, violation - 
of the Harrison narcotic act an eld 
in $10,000 bail. 

The men arrested in New York will 
be charged with violation of the Har- 
rison act today, Oyler said. 

Oyier said that the ring did very 
little business in New York, selling 
only to trusted friends. The arrests 
were the climax to several weeks of 
intensive work by under cover narcotic 
agents, who got in touch with mem- 
bers of the alleged ring by posing as 
narcotic peddlers from other cities. 

Cleverly tricked into coming to this 
city with a large supply of narcotics, 
Solomon, 35 years old, an actor, of New 
York city, was arrested by narcotic 
agents in front of the Capitol Park 
hotel as he attempted, police say, to sell 
$2,000 worth of morphine yesterday. 
Miss Dubois, 25 years old, an attractive 
and fashionably gowned New York ac- 
tress, was found in Solomon's room in 
the hotel. 

Solomon pleaded guilty to charges of 
violating the Harrison narcotic law and 
possession of smoking opium when ar- 
raigned before United States Commis- 
sioner Needham C. Turnage and was 
held in $10,000 bail for grand jury 
action. Miss Dubois pleaded not guilty 
to a charge of possession of smoking 
opium and was held in 61,000 bond 
for further hearing. Solomon sub- 
stantiated her plea, declaring she knew 
nothing of the opium found in the 
hotel room. ° 

Trap Is Carefuly Laid. 

Miss Dubois was released last’ night 
in $1,000 bond, furnished by Milton 
Kronheim, local bondsman. Mr. Kron- 
heim afterward left for New York to 
arrange bond for Solomon. 

' Narcotic agents under the direction 
of Ralph H. Oyler, of the New York 
division, aided by Detectives Charles 
Warfield and Robert Saunders, of polic 
headquarters, laid the trap for the car 
ture of Solomon. An informer 
municated with Solomon in New York 
city, and made a request to purchase @ 
quantity of morphine, asking the al- 
leged peddler to bring it to this city.

JURY DEMANDS TRIAL 
OVER U. S. SPEAKEASY 


New York, Feb. 7 (By A. P.).—De- 
mand for a grand jury investigation of 
the Bridge Whist club, “government 
speakeasy,” and criminal prosecution of 
prohibition officials responsible for its 
operation are contained in a resolution 
voted by the January Federal grand 
jury and made public today. 

The resolution was handed to Fed- 
eral Judge Winslow, and copies were 
forwarded to Emory R. Buckner, United 
States district attorney, and the fore- 
man of the succeeding grand jury. 

The resolution expresses full concur- 
rence in the demands ‘of Representa- 
tive LaGuardia (Republican), New 
York, and calls upon the district at- 
torney to proceed with the investiga- 
tion. 

Ralph W. Bickle, who described him- 
self as a prohibition investigator and 
secret agent for A. Bruce Bielaski, dis- 
trict “‘under cover” prohibition chief, 
operated the Bridge Whist club which 
was padlocked after he sold his lease. 
In a suit Bielaski testified he rented 
the place for operation of a speakeasy, 
that the rent was paid by the govern- 
ment and that government funds were 
used “in part’ to buy liquor.

Then comes the work of erecting the 
tumulus, or great earthen mound over 
the tomb. These huge oval mounds 
mark the graves of all of Japan's em- 
perors and no human foot ever is sup- 
posed to rest upon the sacred earth. 

The construction of Yoshihito’s tu- 
mulus will require more than a year 
and only consecrated workmen will be 
employed. During the building of the 
mound all the consecrated workmen 
will be garbed in ceremonial white 
flowing garments with specially made 
sandals. As no human foot must touch 
the earth above the emperor, a cere- 
mony is held whereby it is pretended 
that the white-robed workers are trans- 
formed by the Shinto priests into birds 
which fly with earth and sand to com- 
plete the huge mound. 

When the tumulus is finished it is 
covered with snow-white sand and for- 
ever after imperial guards of honor are 
present night ‘and day to see that the 
resting place of the son of heaven is 
not desecrated by human touch.

' SHE APPEARS CHEERFUL 
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| Rebuilding Rome to Look 
Like New York Blocked 


Rome, Feb. 7 (By A. P.).—The 
dream of fascist architects to con- 
vert modern Rome into a rival of 
New York was shattered by Premier 
Mussolini today with the announce- 
ment that the city must not tend 
in aspect or activity to become an 
industrial capital. 

The new imperial Rome, the duce 
today told directors of the fascist 
federation of the Roman province, 
must become the center of an effi- 
client and intensive agricultural life 
and flourishing artisanry but must 
remain untainted by industrialism.

erg decided to defer consideration of 
the measure until tomorrow. 

Professing to feel that they have vic- 
tory in hand, sponsors of the bill plan 
to force a vote in the Senate by the 
end of the week, by use, if necessary, of 
the cloture rule, which would limit de- 
bate and for which 68 senators already 
have signed the necessary petition. 

House managers feel more time will 
be required there and a vote probably 
will not be reached until next week. 
Under revised plans the bill will be 
called up in the House tomorrow with 
general debate expected to continue the 
remainder of the week. 

Chances of its passage by the Senate 
were enhanced materially, its sponsors 
declared, when a compromise was 
reached between them and the South- 
ern group, led by Senator Harrison, 
Democrat, of Mississipppi, providing for 
a deferment of the equalization fee 
against cotton for two years and 
adoption in its stead of the Bledsoe 
cotton insurance plan. 


Debate Around Coolidge. 


Debate in the Senate centered mainly 
around whether President Coolidge 
would sign the McNary-Haugen bill if 
passed. Senator Fess (Republican), 
Ohio, an opponent of the bill, predict- 
ed a veto, while Senator Gooding (Re- 
publican), Idaho, a supporter, declared 
the President would sign it and said 
managers of the measure so under- 
stood. 

Asserting he never had consulted 
with any one about the President’s at- 
titude, Senator Fess predicted he would 
veto the bill because of the provision 
permitting farm organizations to 
recommend nominees to be appointed 
by him to the proposed farm board. 

“The President could not sign. the 
bill and maintain his self-respect by 
permitting such limitation to his power 
of appointment,” he added. 

Senator Robinson, the Democratic 
leader, declared a precedent had been 
set by enactment of the transportation 
act of 1920 allowing railroud organiza- 
tions to submit nominations for mem- 
bership on the railroad labor board. 

Insisting it was not the same prin-| 
| ciple, Senator Fess served notice he) 

would offer an amendment to prevent) 
selection of the board by “propagandists 
epresenting farm agencies.” 


Curtis Offers Substitute.

‘I say regardless of whatever Con- 
gress does this bill in its present form 
cannot become law,” he added. “It does 
not deal with the agricultural problem 
in a fundamental way.” 

Senator Curtis, the Republican leader, 
offered the Curtis-Crisp $250,000,000 
farm surplus bill as a complete sub- 
stitute for the McNary-Haugen measure. 
He said it got around the equalization 
fee provision of the McNary-Haugen 
bill which he declared was unconstitu- 
tional and would meet objection from 
the producers. 

“My substitute follows the old plan 
of handling surpluses,”’ Mr. Curtis con- 
tinued. “We will have corporations or- 
ganized to take care of the surplus. 
There are seldom more than two or 
three years of surpluses which are fol- 
lowed by shortages. We will hold the 
surpluses for the short years and pro- 
tect not only the producers, but the 
consumers.” : 

Senator Sheppard (Democrat), Texas, 
who voted against the McNary-Haugen 
bill at the last session, told the Senate 
yesterday that he had changed his po- 
sition, and would now support the 
measure, as he believed it had the wide 
support of farmers and was entitled to 
a trial. 

The main opposition to the bill, de- 
clared Senator Caraway (Democrat), 
Arkansas, is coming from senators from 
agricultural States, who, he said, agreed 
neither with the friends of the farmers 
nor with their enemies. He suggested a 
Senate investigation into “the mental 
processes of senators of that type.” 


U. S. Commerce Chamber 
Assails Aid Bill Etforts 


The United States Chamber of Com. 
merce, in a statement outlining its 
views of pending legislation, charged 
yesterday that efforts are being made 
in Congress to pass the McNary-Hau- 
gen bill “regardless of its merits and 
in consequence of bargains.” 

Passage of the bill, according 
President John W. O'Leary, would be 
sure to “result disastrously for agri- 
culture itself and thus bring great 
detriment to all. branches of industry 
and commerce.” While opposing the 
McNary-Haugen bill, O’Leary urged 
enactment of the McFadden-Pepper 
bill enlarging the power of national 
banks and extending the charters of 
Federal Reserve Banks. 

Charging that “trading is going on 
and bargains being made in Congress,” 
O’Leary declared the time has passed 
when important measures would be 
acted on through a policy of “anything 
to get the vote.”

With only five minutes discussion , 


the House yesterday 
passed a bill authorizing the veterans’ 
bureau to make loans to war veterans 
on their adjusted service certificates. 
The bill was reported out of the ways 
and means committee by Chairman 
Green, of Iowa, a few days ago. It now 
goes to the Senate. 

The measure authorizes a fund in 
the veterans’ bureau of $25,000,000, 
from which the loans would be made. 
They would bear 6 per cent interest. 
| This rate of interest formed the 
vehicle of the brief discussion. Rep- 
resentative Blanton, of Texas, lamented 
the fact that it was necessary to pass 
the bill under a suspension of the rules 
by which no amendments from the 
floor could be offered. He opposed the 
§ per cent interest rate, he said, point- 
ing out that he had introduced a Dill 
providing for 4 per cent interest and 
that there were other measures which 
would have made the rate 2 per cent. 

The Texan said the government could 
obtain a plentiful supply of money at 
3% per cent and there was no warrant 
in charging a greater rate to the “de- 
fenders of civilization.” Foreign gov- 
ernments are paying this country only 
1% per cent on their war loans, he 
declared. Representative Schaefer, of 
Wisconsin. also assailed the 6 per cent 
rate. Under a provision of the bill the 
Treasury would lend the $25,000,000 to 
the veterans’ bureau. 


INDUSTRIAL HOME 
REMOVAL IS SOUGHT 


Overlapping District and Navy 
Property Would Be Ex- 
changed Under Bill. 


Removal of the Industrial home, now 
near the Naval observatory, is directed 
in-a bill passed by the House yesterday. 
The bill, sponsored by Representative 
Magee, of Pennsylvania, is primarily de- 
signed to permit the Navy Department 
and District government to swap over- 
lapping property so as to make their 
holdings intact. 

It then provides that the District 
may either sell its tract or, if it is uti- 
lized, it must be devoted to playgrounds 
and parks. If it is sold, one half of 
the proceeds from the part acquired 
from the Navy Department accrues to 
the department and the other half, to- 
gether with all of the proceeds from 
the property now owned by the District, 


shall apply to the purchase of a new) 


site and erection of a new building for 
the Industrial home. 

Real estate interests for several 
years have wanted the home removed 
because it does not fit in with the sur- 
rounding property, and because it Is 
retarding the development of the sec- 
tion.

New York, Feb. 7 (By A. P.).— 
Protestants were urged today to emu- 
late their Catholic brethren and bare 
their souls in the confessional rather 
than in the office of a psychoanalyst, 
by the Rev. Harry Emerson Fosdick, 
pastor of the Park Avenue Baptist 
church, commonly Known as the Rocke- 
feller church. 

Speaking before more than _ 1,000 
ministers and laymen at the annual 
luncheon of the Greater New York Fed- 
eration of Churches, Dr. Fosdick said 
that “Roman Catholics have built up 
an amazing experience about what goes 
on in the individual.” He explained 
that a Catholic priest can gain from 
individuals in the confessional infor- 
mation that will be valuable to him in 
influencing other individuals for good. 
| “We Protestants,” he continued, “are 
| losing more than we have any busi- 
|ness to lose by not coming in closer 
|} contact with the individual.”’ 

Where a Catholic would take his 
mental troubles to his priest the Pro- 
testant would go to a psychoanalyst 
or like specialist and the church would 
gain nothing in experience, he said. 

Dr. Fosdick urged that Protestants 
follow the example of Catholics not 
only in returning to the confessional, 
but also in greater stressing the 
beauty of religious service. 

He also advocated a “renaissance of 
evangelistic preaching,” saying that old 
style evangelism has been “thrown out 
the back door’ by modern Protestant 
Christians. 

“T am not afraid,” he said, ‘“‘to return 
to things Protestants threw away.”

But 
in view of the disappointing character of the 
British ‘‘concessions’’ and the announcement 
that British forces would not be diverted from 
Shanghai, there is little prospect that either 
government in China will agree to safeguard 
-the foreign settlement. They are likely to 
reply that the massing of foreign forces is 
provocative of the war spirit and that the 
presence of those forces makes it impossible 
for. the Chinese to guarantee the safety of the 
settlement.

Many Americans are apprehensive that the 
United States will become involved in a quarrel 
between the powers and the Chinese. So 
far as outward appearances go, the two Chinese 
governments and the Chinese people are very 
apt to regard all the warships assembled at 
Shanghai, without regard to their flags, as a 
threat by the combined powers, to be employed 
in preventing the Chinese people from achiey- 
ing their independence. The United States is 
not making any such threat, and has no sym- 
pathy with such a threat. The sooner the real 
attitude of the United States is made known 
in China the better. 


M'NARY-HAUGEN MENDACITY. 


Some of the propagandists working for the 
McNary-Haugen bill have been industriously 


spreading the report that President Coolidge 
is not opposed to the bill. The impression 
sought to be conveyed is that while Mr. Cool- 
idge is opposed to price-fixing, he is reconciled 
to the enactment of the McNary-Haugen bill, 
partly because it has been modified and partly 
because he is convinced that it will pass both 
houses and that it would be politically unwise 
not to approve it. The suggestion is volun- 
teered that Mr. Coolidge can not be expected 
to announce a change of heart, but that Re- 
publican members of Congress may rest as- 
sured that in supporting the bill they will not 
run counter to the wishes of their party leader. 

Obviously these reports are circulated for 
the purpose of making votes for the vicious 
McNary-Haugen bill among weak-kneed mem- 
bers of Congress who are afraid of the ‘“‘farm 
vote,”’ and who are on the point of sacrificing 
the remainder of the public for the sake of 
currying favor with “agriculture.’’ If these 
wobbling congressmen can be assured that 
President Coolidge will sign the McNary- 
Haugen bill they will vote for it, because they 
could then meet the protests of consumers by 
declaring that it was “an administration 
measure.’’ 

Who: can point to anything showing that 
President Coolidge has changed position on 
the McNary-Haugen bill? It is essentially a 
price-fixing plan, and he is opposed to price- 
fixing on the ground that it would hurt the 
farmer instead of helping him. His last utter- 
ance to that effect was plain and emphatic. He 
is not in the habit of changing his position on 
fundamentals. 

There is every reason to assume that if the 
McNary-Haugen bill should be presented to 
the President he would veto it. 

In that case, where would the wobbling Re- 
publican congressmen find themselves? Would 
they have the nerve to array themselves 
against their party leader and try to pass the 
bill over his veto? The bill can not command 
a two-thirds vote. A veto would kill it. 

The resentment of consumers against this 
proposed outrage is rapidly rising, not only in 
the East but in the middle West itself. Many 
regions described as agricultural are opposed 
to the McNary-Haugen bill. The industrial 
regions are all opposed toit. It strikes a blow 
at the rights of more than two-thirds of the 
American people by proposing to increase their 
cost of living. 

If there were no question of price-fixing at 
all, the McNary-Haugen bill would deserve the 
veto of the President and would no doubt re- 
ceive it on account of the attempt to compel 
him to appoint to office individuals selected 
by class organizations. The executive appoint- 
ing power is directly attacked by this bill. A 
vast bureaucracy is set up, appointed and con- 
trolled by a class of citizens and not by thé 
government of the United States. The Presi- 
dent and Congress are to be mere agents of 
the real government. 

This brazen scheme to rob the majority of 
Americans for the benefit of the minority is 
put forth in the name of American agriculture. 
It is an insult to American farmers to at- 
tribute to them this plan to rob the American 
people. A scheme which the farmers would 
not approve, and about which they know prac- 
tically nothing, is put forth in their name, 
and is now thrust upon Congress with threats 
of reprisal if it is not enacted. 

The attempt to make it appear that Presi- 
dent Coolidge has been terrorized into a posi- 
tion where he is disposed to accept this meas- 
ure is an example of the mendacity which 
has been used in support of the bill ever since 
it was first proposed. 

Every member of Congress who has regard 
for the principle of a square deal to all citizens 
will vote against the infamous McNary-Haugen 
bill. 


A POSSIBLE COAL EMERGENCY, 


Chairman Parker of the House commerce 
committee will make another attempt to ob- 
tain action by the House on a measure de- 
signed ‘‘to protect the government and the 
public from shortages of coal.’’ During the 
last session of the House a number of bills to 
this end were introduced, but no action was 
taken on any of them. Early in December, 
however, Mr. Parker prepared and introduced 
a bill which provided for a survey of the situ- 
ation and required operators whose products 
enter interstate commerce to file with the bu- 
reau of mines “annual, monthly, or special 
reports giving such facts’’ concerning produc- 
tion, wages, and similar information, ‘‘as the 
bureau may require;’’ this information to be 
filed for the purpose of enabling the President 
‘‘whenever in his opinion by reason of a lock- 
out or strike, or the possibility of a strike or 
‘lockout resulting in a substantial decrease in 
production of coal, an emergency exists,”’ to 
proclaim such emergency. And to meet and 
cope with the emergency existing the pro- 
posed legislation would authorize the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to take the neces- 
sary steps to prevent the public from ‘‘being 
held up, or shaken down” by the operators, 
wholesalers, or dealers. 

But the bill was killed by the committee 
to which it was referred, and now Mr. Parker 
will try again. However, there are signs of 
very strenuous opposition on the part of the 


operators. Mr. Kendall, member of Congress

declaration that there is no emergency, that 
there will not be one, and that legislation is 
unnecessary. ‘In fact,’’ says Mr. Wyant, “only 
through legislation could an emergency be 
created.”’ 

On the other hand, the consumer, who has 
met those emergencies in the past; who has 
paid as much as $20 a ton for that “ten 
shilling coal,’’ will have difficulty in under- 
standing why the statesmen from the Pennsy!l- 
vania coal regions are so emphatic in pro- 
testing against giving the President the power 
to meet an emergency in the event that the 
condition should confront the «country. Are 
they not protesting rather too much? 


MUTILATION OF TREES. 


Twenty-three more shade trees have been 
added to the 56 others mutilated by an un- 
Known vandal during the last few weeks. It 
is admitted that the offender is an employe 
of the Washington Rapid Transit Co., although 
officials of the utility assert that the work 
was unauthorized. It appears that protruding 
limbs hindered the progress of double-decked 
buses, and that in the middle of the night an 
employe of the company took it 
self to clear the right of way. The company 
has promised to divulge the name of the guilty 
person to the authorities. 

In the meantime, the occurrence has been 
made the basis of renewed attacks against 
the double-decked buses, with a considerable 
public opinion clamoring for their removal. 
To a vociferous part of the public this modern 
type of equipment has never been popular. 
Other bus riders, however, prefer the double- 
deckers, and are preparing to organize a fight 
for their retention. 

Whoever mutilated the trees should be pros- 
ecuted to the full limit of the law, and it is to 
be hoped that the sentence imposed will be 
sufficiently drastic as to serve as an effective 
warning in the future. The tree-trimming 
episode, however, should not be made the basis 
of enforced double-deck bus removal, a mat- 
ter which should be settled on its individual 
merits. 


WAR ON THE CORN BORER. 


The gravity of the dangerfrom the ravages 
of the latest insect. pest, the European corn 
borer, can be appreciated when it is known 
that on Friday last the Senate passed the bill, 
which had been sent over from the House, ap- 
propriating $10,000,000 to eradicate the pesi. 
The Department of Agriculture has not al- 
lowed the grass to grow under its feet in the 
matter of starting the war. The bureau of 
entomology has already started the campaign. 
Arrangements are being perfected whereby 1% 
least 1,000 farmers will be employed in the 
four States in which the borer has made the 
greatest headway——Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michi- 
gan and Indiana. Cooperation on the part of 
the officials of those States has already been 
pledged to the department, and it is expected 
that other States in the infected section, as 
well as those threatened with the invasion, 
will promptly join with the Federal authorities 
in the warfare. 

Farm bureaus, county agents and similar 
organizations will help in the campaign, which 
will start immediately. Weather conditions 
during the next few months will have a de- 
termining effect upon the success or failure of 
the fight against the invaders. By the end of 
the fiscal year it is expected that the moths will 
have emerged, and if the insects are not gen- 
erally destroyed by that date it will mean that 
the campaign must continue at least for an- 
other season. 

In spite of the fact that Congress has placed 
at the disposal of the Department of Agricul- 
ture the largest fund ever made available for 
the eradication of such a pest, it is still up to 
the farmer himself to bring success to the de- 
partmental experts. Without the complete 
and willing cooperation of those whose crops 
are threatened there can be nothing but vic- 
tory for the corn borer. 


HARMONY IN THE AIR. 


The presence in Washington this week of 
several of the leading musical organizations 
of the country, and the pleasure that the music- 
loving public derives from the concerts and 
operas pesented, give impetus to the move- 
ment to build up in Washington a great male 
chorus,

It 
is explained by Director Harned that there is 
no charge for tuition exacted against the will- 
ing songster and that those who develop ability 
to make harmonious sounds with their vocal 
organs will have an opportunity in the future 
to give the musical critics a chance to do their 
worst with their typewriters or their pencils, 
until they decide that the great musical - or- 
ganization, now in the formative stage, is en- 
titled to praise instead of a shower of over- 
ripe fruit, .

We 
simplify everything when we simplify 
the so-called “eating end of it,” end, 
after all, who among us wishes to go 
out in the middle of the day to an oc- 
casion designed for the purpose of get- 
ting together, in whatever name the 
getting together takes place, and 60 
fill ourselves with food that interested 
conversation becomes an ordeal and 
sleep becomes the one interest of the 
moment? Big, heavy, expensive lunch- 
eons are rapidly becoming a thing of 
the past, and in their place slowly 
comes into being the dainty luncheon, 
redolent with the aroma of fresh 
flowers and made mightily attrac- 
tive with @ persistent color scheme. 


In this manner does the luncheon ap- 


peal to our senses as well as to our in- 
ner man, and our enjoyment is great- 
er, our comfort greater, and our pock- 
etbook fatter than ever has it been be- 
fore—after a day's entertaining. Here 
is a veal loaf, with vegetables, that 
will, I hope, meet your needs. It comes 
to me from a cook boek printed in 
Nevada in 1887. 


Veal Loaf. 

Take 344 pounds of veal and one 
thick slice of fat salt pork and chop 
the whole raw. Take elx common 
crackers, pounded fine, two eggs, half a 
cup of butter, one teaspoonful of pep- 
per, a little clove and galt. Mix all 
well together and make into a loaf like 
a loaf of bread. Put into a shallow 
baking pan and add a little water. 
Cover with bits of butter and dredge 
with flour. Bake slowly two hours, 


basting as any meat. (Beef may be 
substituted tn place of veal. The vege- 
table sauce follows.) 


Vegetable Sauce. 

Keep enough water in the dish cook- 
ing the meat loaf to allow for gravy, 
and when the meat is done remove it 
to a hot platter. Add to the liquor in 
the baking dish sufficient fiour to 
thicken, and add hot water in the usual 
manner, following it with salt and pep- 
per to taste. Then add to the gravy 
about two cupfuls of cooked vegetabies 
—preferably peas, beans and carrots, 
the two latter vegetables being cut in 
small pieces. eat the 


whole thor-

Golden Sauce. 


(To be used with apple dumpling.) 

Beat into a pint of scalding milk a 
half cupful of sugar and the whipped 
yolks of three eggs. Stir this mixture 
until {it becomes a cream, but not a 
custard (in a double boiler), and then 
remove from the fire and flavor with 
a teaspoonful of vanilla and the white 
of an egg, whipped.

Someone is killed in each act and no 
one is concerned who the next fellow 
will be. True, the plot has the mystery 
angle to it—the fantastic question to 
solve: Who does the killing?—but it 
is a stock plot and the killings are too 
often and too complete to be convinc- 
ing. 

Paul Harvey, who investigates the 
case, is the typical hard-boiled investi- 
gator. Edwin Maxwell, the griei stricken

Young Washington Actress Makes Triumphal Entry 
in the Belasco Theater with Revival of 
a Barrie Play.

Sometimes, and often of late, there 
is wonderment about this old institu- 
tion called the theater—where it is 


heading to, what will become of it, and 
sundry and divers other thoughts;

Hayes brings about in a revival of Sir 
James M. Barrie’s delightful play, 
“What Every Woman Knows.” Wit 
such food as this the theater will live 
forever.

ECHUES 


How I make good pies every rime 


For a medium size pie I use 244 cups flour, 
34 cup Crisco, | teaspoon salt. To meas- 
ure % of a cup of Crisco I take a measur- 
ing cup, put in 4 cup of cold water, then 
add ehough Crisco to bring the water to 
the top in cup, pour it off and I have 
an exact 44 cup of Crisco. Then I cut the 
Crisco into the flour with two knives, 
criss-cross fashion. (If I used my fingers 
the heat from them would soften the 
Crisco and blend it with the flour too 
closely to make a flaky crust.) As the 
Crisco is cut into small particles each one 
becomes covered with flour, and when 
enough cold water is added (4 to 6 table- 
spoons) the dough will then be composed 
of these small particles, which when rolled 
become layers of flour and Crisco. Then if 
baking is started in a very hot oven to set 
mixture before the Crisco has time to melt, 
the result will be a tender, flaky pastry. 


Be careful about water 


Have the water cold and use only enough 
to make a paste which will easily clear 


the bowl and is soft enough so it will not 
break at the edges when rolled. It is 
easier to tell when you have just the right 
amount of water if you use your fingers 
to mix it. Now take half the-dough, dust 
the board with flour, using as little as 
possible, and roll the pastry very lightly 
from the center outward, each motion of 
the rolling pin ending in the air, not on 
the board. It should be about an eighth 
of an inch thick. Fold it over whe, a) 
lay over a Criscoed plate, fold back over 
the plate, smooth into shape with the 
fingers and trim the edges. 


To prevent the filling from soaking 
into the bottom crust 


Brush it over with melted Crisco, dust a 
little flour over that, then add the filling 
prepared according to the recipe you are 
using. Moisten the edge with water, then 
roll the other half of the dough, fold it 
over one-half, make slits with a knife in 
the center of the fold for steam to escape. 
Lay over the pie, with the fold in the 


center, turn back to cover it, press edges 
together with thumb and finger, trim, 
then press together again. 


To keep the juice in 


Take a strip of plain cloth about three 
inches wide, wet it in cold water and put 
around the edge of the plate, letting one 
half lie on top of the edge of the pie crust 
and the other half just under the pie 
plate. Have the strip long enough so 
that the ends will lap over each other two 
or three inches. For very juicy fillings, 
make a little funnel of paper or take pieces 
of macaroni and stick into two or three of 
the slits you have made. The juices will 
bubble up into these and return to the 
pie as it cools. 


When pie is partly cool remove cloth and 
funnels. 


When juices run out they will burn on 
the bottom of the oven, causing a smudge 
which is likely to add a smoky taste to 
the pie and leaving the oven hard to clean. 


Chocolate Meringue Pie 


Make the pastry with Crisco and your pie 
shell will slip off the outside of the plae into 
the inside without breaking, and be tender 
and flaky, too. — 

Cover an inverted pie plate with pastry; 
turn back the edges to make it firm. Prick 
well with a fork to prevent bubbles. Bake in 
a hot oven (450° F.) about 15 minutes. Then 
fill with Chocolate Cream made as follows: 


Melt chocolate in double boiler. Blend sugar 
salt and corn starch. Add milk. Cook unti 
thick, stirring constantly. Add beaten egg 
yolks, melted chocolate and Crisco. tinue 
cooking a minute or two. Pour into the baked 
shell, cover with meringue made by beatin 
the 3 egg whites until stiff and dry, and ad 
6 tablespoons granulated sugar. Return to 
slow oven ( F.) for 15 minutes or until 
brown. Serve when thoroughly cold. Makes 
one medium sized pie. 


Deep Dish Apple Pie 
(a pie without an undercrust) 


werve in dishes they are baked in. Or when 
they are baked, turn them upside down on 
plates, cover with sweetened whipped cream, 
sprinkle with chopped nuts and call them 
Apple Crow’s Nest. 


Prepare 3 cups of sliced apples, then mix 
in 1 cup of sugar, teaspoon cinnamon.

Business property kept in repair may 
be the subject of a depreciation allow- 


,is intended to cover the estimated les- 
\sening in value of the original prop- 
erty, due to the wear and tear, decay, 
etc., which, in time, will require the 
abandonment or replacement of the 
property, in spite of ordinary current 
repairs. The cost of incidental repairs, 
which neither- materially add to the 
value of the property nor appreciably 
prolong its life, may be deducted as a 
business expense, provided the plant or 
property account is not increased by 
the amount of such expenditures.

Alexander Gets Boost

Chicago, Feb. 7 (By A. P.).—Grover 
Cleveland Alexander, 40-year-old pitch- 
ing ace, of the St. Louis Cardinals. re- 
ceived another reward today for pitch- 
ing the Cardinals into the world’s 
championship.

The lower court made no allowance 
for depreciation of the company’s prop- 
erties and consequently the appellate 
court did not inquire why. There were 
no reports or testimony considered by 
the appellate court regarding deprecia- 
tion. The company maintains a de- 
preciation fund, the handling of which 
appears to be of but passing interést 
either to the court or the public. 

From the appearance of the record it 
is apparent that had not the company 
insisted on the inclusion of the sum of 
$5,150,000 the controversy would prob- 
ably not have reached the courts.
